C. D. Smith, of the Michigan Farm­ 
ers Institute, appeared at the request 
of the governor of Michigan, to present 
the view' of the farming interests en­ 
gaged in raising beets. 
He spoke in 
opposition to Cuba concessions. While 
the hearing was going on a petition 
was circulated on the floor of the 
house requesting the ways and means 
committee to make no change in the 
tariff laws likely injuriously to affect 
the beet sugar industry. 
About 45 
Republican members from Michigan. 
California. Indiana, Ohio, Kansas and 
other beet producing states signed the 
petition. 
On the Democratic side the 
Louisiana members and Mr. Shafroth 
of Colorado were among the signers.

Berlin, Jan. 22.—During the debate 
on the estimates oi' the chancellor’s 
department in the reiehstag today the 
imperial chancellor. Count von Buelow, 
referred to the pleasant relations be­ 
tween Germany and the United States 
and to the approaching visit of Prince 
Henry 
of 
Prussia. 
The chancellor 
found his opportunity in the remarks 
of Dr. Barth, leader of the Feissinnige 
party, who, in discussing the budget, 
said: 


"I want to touch upon the political 
relations between Germany and the 
United States which are traditionally 
friendly in character. 
One hindrance 
to the promotion of this friendship is 
the protectism now prevailing in Ger­ 
many. 
It is pleasant, on the other 
hand, to see that the predicted visit of 
of a German prince to the United States 
has disclosed the existence of a large 
fund of good will and cordiality among 
the American people for Germany. 
We recognize in the union not merely 
a great and 
economically 
effective 
community, but we 
know that the 
achievements of the United States in 
1 (her fields, such as civilization and 
culture, are very important. 
The cul­ 
tivation of the friendship of the two 
countries is a thing to be grateful 
for.” (Applause). 


Replying to Dr. Barth, Count von 
Buelow said: 


“I express my thanks to Dr. Barth 
for the v. ords and manner in which 
he has spoken of our relations with the 
United States. 
I still must ask him 
not to over-estimate 
the 
difficulties 
from the way in which we formulate 
our tariff policy. 


“I can only repeat,” continued the 
chancellor, “what I said three years 
ago in the reiehstag, and I believe the 
views I then set forth in detail will 
today meet with the concurrence of 
the house—namely,, that we are filled 
with an earnest-desire to mairitain on 
the basis of perfect reciprocity and 
mutual 
appreciation the traditional 
good relations which have always ex 
isted between ourselves and the United 
States. 
The visit of Prince Henry to 
America is an expression of these good 
relations and I am convinced bis re­ 
ception will be in accord with the 
friendly feelings the two great nations 
have for one another.” 


The 
chancellor’s 
statement 
was 
greeted' with prolonged cheers from 
all parts of the house. 


Dr. Oertel, Conservative, said 
the 
right attached as much importance to 
the maintenance of good relations with 
the United States as the left, but these 
relations would not be maintained by 
means of economic concessions. 
The 
closer these relations, the more stten- 
tion should be paid to the preserva­ 
tion of reciprocity. 


Chancellor von Bpelow, rising, said 
he wished it to be understood th?.t his 
previous reference to perfect reciproc­ 
ity and mutual appreciation referred 
not only to the United Stater but 
equally to all the other countries <>f the 
world.

Boulder, Jan. 2J.—Matters in the oil 
fields arc very bright. 
The period of 
doubts and fears pending the starting 
of the pump on the Arnold well is 
past, 
i.atc today the 
pumps were 
started and soon the olive green fluid 
was pouring into the great 60,000-gallon 
tank. 
Hundreds watched its advent 
and the first question on every lip 
was how great is the yield. 


A reliable Pennsylvania expert gave 
it as his opinion that the well would 
give not less than 25 barrels per day 
but that it would in all probability be 
nearer :,o than 2.1. This meets the best 
expectations of those who have in- 
vestrtri their money, for a -7> barrel 
well of this high grade oil is better 
than a gold mine. The certainty of oil 
in paying quantities in Boulder county 
ha« been settled beyond a doubt. The 
next well to start pumping is the Mc­ 
Kenzie. 
It belongs to the Boulder 
Oil company and it is expected that 
this well will give a better yield than 
the Arnold owing to the fact th; t the 
hole drilled is larger. 


W. R. Rathvon of the T'nited Oil 
company of Florence was asked his

Jan. 22.—Sensa­ 
tional reports were published here to­ 
day of an alleged shortage in the books 
of Theodore Braemer. who resigned 
last Sunday as secretary and treas­ 
urer ol J. & F. Scroth Packing com­ 
pany of this city. The story as at first 
published alleged a shortage of from 
$160.uurt to $400.000. extending over a 
period of 20 years, and declared that 
Mr. Braemer had turned over all of 
his property ami chattels in trust pend­ 
ing an examination of the books by 
experts. 


Braemer denied that there was any 
defalcation but admitted that he had 
turned over $72,000 in personal prop­ 
erty to Harlan Cleveland, his attorney, 
and Joseph \V. O’llara, attorney for 
the J. & !'■ Scroth company. 
While 
Braemer talked freely about the case, 
the Scroths refused to say anything 
and the attorneys were also reticent. 
Braemer is 45 years old and has been 
with the Scroths 27 years, most of the 
time receiving $25 per week as book­ 
keeper and in recenfvears twice that 
much as secretary and treasurer. The 
firm did a business of about $1.000,000 
a year which was collected by Brae­ 
mer. 


When John Scroth died over a year 
ago Lieutenant Governor Carl Nippert 
ebcame the attorney of his heirs, who 
instituted an investigation of the com­ 
pany which finally culminated in a 
meeting of all interested parties last 
Sunday at which Braemer resigned and 
from which the sensational reports of 
today emanated. 


Lieutenant Governor Nippert, attor­ 
ney for the heirs of John Scroth, is 
engaged with the legislature at Colum­ 
bus, while Harlan Cleveland, attorney 
for Braemer. and John W. O'Hara, at­ 
torney for the company and also trus­ 
tees. are engaged with the experts in 
examining the books. The accountants 
insist that they cannot complete their 


work for two or three weeks and coun­ 
sel say that no reliable statement can 
be made until that time. 


No reports of similar character ever 
created such a sensation in this city as 
Mr. Braemer always has been regarded 
as a man of the highest business and 
social standing. 
He owns one of the 
finest residences in the city and it is 
furnished with all that art could sup­ 
ply. 
In all of the sensational reports 
that have been published no reference 
is made to him as a fast man or of 
bad habits, such as are usually coupled 
with such sensations. 
The attorneys 
and other interested persons "will give 
no assurance that the report of the 
experts on the 
examination of the 
books will be made public when com­ 
pleted as they state that every possible 
difference has already been adjusted 
satisfactorily by the property that 
Braemer has turned over in trust. All 
the interested parties state that they 
expected after the meeting last Sun­ 
day. at which Braemer resigned, that 
all differences would be settled without 
the matter ever becoming public.

capacity. The charges recently brought 
against the school are practically up­ 
held. 
The report is as follows: 


"To His Excellency, James B. Orman, 


Governor. 
• s ir—w e, thc undersigned members 
of the state board of charities and cor­ 
rection, hereby make report of the re­ 
sult of our examination of the State 
Industrial School for Boys made on 
January 11, 1902, at thc institution. 
The board devoted Hi hours of continu­ 
ous examination of witnesses, includ­ 
ing inmates, officers and employes, lcl- 
ativc to conditions 
existing at the 
school, for the particulars of which wo 
refer you to the stenographer’s notes 
in this officc. 


• It is our unanimous judgment tnat 
the corporal punishment of thc boys 
has been excessive; that such punish­ 
ments haVc been inflicted or adminis­ 
tered upon too slight provocation; and 
! that the reports of such punishments 
as made to the. board of control, have 
not always expressed the precise facts. 


•■We And that the general condition 
of the school is satisfactory, but that 
it is now moving rapidly into a state 
of 
disorganization 
which, 
unless 
checked, must greatly eripplc its use­ 
fulness; and that 
this condition is 
caused by the existence and growing 
strength of a factional division among 
the officers. 


"We do not impugn the charaotei of 
the present superintendent, and we 
thoroughly believe that he has tried 
to act in ttye spirit of what is best for 
the institution! 
On the other hand, 
we arc convinced that he lacks the 
judgment, the executive capacity, and 
the power of properly directing and 
controlling his fellow officers, wmch 
are absolutely essential for the suc­ 
cessful administration of the Industrial 
school.

“We express our unanimous judg­ 
ment that the best interests of the 
state, as connected with this institu­ 
tion, demand the appointment to the 
superintendency of some map who has 
the natural aptitude, the experience 
the organizing ability, and the force of 
character which must all combine to 
form a successful administration of 
the industrial school. 


“We would also recommend the re­ 
moval of some other officers and some 
other changes in the method of man­ 
agement, which farther recommenda­ 
tions we have submitted to the present

20.—The president 
today sent to congress w ith a m essage 
simply

tran sm ittal, the supple­ 
m ental report of the isthm ian canal 
com m ission in w hich it is unanim ously 
recom m ended th a t the offer of the new 
P anam a Canal com pany to sell all of 
its rights, property 
and 
unfinished 
w ork to the U nited S tates for $40,000,- 
000 be accepted. 
T he senate ordered 
th e report printed in the Congressional 
Record and also as a document. 


A fter quoting 
th e 
correspondence 
'Which passed betw een the commission 
and the officers of the Panam a Canal 
com pany in P aris, the report says: 


“The totality, w ithout exception, of 
its property and rights on the isthm us” 
m entioned in the cablegram of January 
9 includes the following classes of prop­ 
erty: 


1. Lands not built on. 
There are 5G 
parcels of land to which the title rests 
in the canal com pany, am ounting to 
abo u t 30,000 acres, which with the 
lands belonging to the railroad com­ 
pany cover nearly all of the ground re­ 
quired for the actual construction of 
th e canal. 


2. 
Buildings. 
T here are scheduled 
2,431 buildings, divided among 47 sub­ 
classifications, used for offices, quar­ 
te rs, storehouses, hospitals, shops, sta­ 
bles and m iscellaneous purposes.Among 
them are two large perm anent build­ 
ings in Panam a, one used as the head­ 
quarters residence and the other as the 
general office; large general hospitals 
a t Colon and Panam a, and several im­ 
p o rtan t 
buildings 
a t Colon.

3. Plant.

1 T H IB S E A S O N O F T H E Y E A R , in the period of quiet following the holiday activity, it is customary 


for the m erchants to take stock of their present possessions and to survey as best they can the proopeets 


of their business for the coming year. 


Such an occupation at the present time is profitable, not only to those who are engaged in retail or 


w holesale trade, but also to all those who arc concerned in any way with the larger affairs which affect, the develop­ 
ment of our city. 


Su ch a survey is the more fitting at the present time, because there have happened within the past tew days 


a num ber' of events that have a most im portant bearing upon the future of this city, and also because there are 


in progress at the present time several large enterprises that w ill work most powerfully for the advancement 


*of our interests and the upbuilding of our city affairs. 


In lo&king over the broad field of Colorado Springs business, in its widest sense, there is a reasonable justifi­ 


cation, for the conclusion that at no previous tim e in the city's history was there so much evidence of permanent 


prosperity or so great a proof of a large growth for the im m ediate future as exists at the present time. 


One of the most im portant things affecting the future development of the city is the large and compre­ 


hensive system of street and suburban electric railw ays now in proccss of construction. 
A year ago practically 


all th a t the city possessed in the way of rapid transit was two lines extending through the city at right angles 


to each other. 
The service upon these linos was seriously hampered by insufficient equipment, both on the 


rails and in the power house. 
A t the present time there is under construction and to lie completed in the near 


future a com prehensive system that w ill give ready access to every part of the city and its suburbs, while the 


im provem ents that have already been made in the service form the best ground lor an opinion of what this will 


be w hen the lines are in complete working order. 
T hat such a modern system of rapid transit will prove a most 


pow erful benefit to all the business and property interests of this city, and a mosiL important stimulus to Us 


grow th Is attested by the common experience of other cities and by the general opinion. 


A nother ve ry im portant present development in the city's life is the growth of the industrial features of the 


city. 
T he construction at the same time of two such important establishments as the Portland mill and the new 


T e llu rid e Reduction works cannot fail to have an important influence. 
They will build tip and maintain two 


new suburbs, each having a large population w ith steady employment at profitable wages, and each contributing 


to sw ell the volum e of business of this city. 
Other enterprises of the same or a sim ilar nature are now projected 


and m ay reasonably be expected to m aterialize in the near future. 


Connected w ith these industries and having a most important relation to any plans lor the future, arc the coal 


m ines located northeast of the city, and almost within the city limits. 
Already there has been built up at these 


mines a most im portant business, and around them there have been established a number of small towns that 


are now rap idly growing and that, promise to ho an important addiiiVip. !<> mir city's business and population.

presence of this large deposit of casily-workable coal cf good quality insures not only an abundant supply of fuel 


for domestic purposes in this city, and a most important factor in our trade with other parts of th«' state, but 


It also means power easily available for m anufacturing purposes, which may bo conveyed over electric wires to any 


part of the city and used there in any quantity that m ay be required. 


O f especial im portance at the present time is the movement recently inaugurated and now under such good 


headw ay to promote, more than has been done in recent years, the development of those important resources 


that consist in our clim atic and scenic advantages. Mountain scenery and winter sunshine are sufficient to in­ 


crease our population ve ry much above what w c now possess, and to bring here at all times of the year a larger 


ttumber of tourists than wc have ever thus far accommodated. 
For this kind of business the city is now better 


prepared than it ever has been, and in the near future it is certain that it w ill be much better prepared than it 


is now. .Very great progress has been made recently in the m atter of hotel accommodations in this city. 
In the 


near future w c hope to chronicle the beginning of work upon a large modern hotel of the class of the Antlers 


or tbo Hotel Colorado, at Manitou. 
The sanitarium project now successfully launched by the help of General 


Palm er's m agnificent donation is another important feature of the development of this portion of our resources. 


The outlook in Colorado Springs as a health and tourist resort for summer and winter is better than it ha« ever 


been before, and the promises of largely-increased population and additional business from this source arc both 


reliable and satisfactory. 


Fo r the past few years the mining interests of Colorado Springs have come to occupy iirst place in the 


thoughts of our people, and of a large number of uiu friends outside. 
There is every reason to believe that the 


future years, far from showing any decrease in the volume of business, or any change in the position that this 


city has acquired as a center for mining investm ents w ill bring an increased volume of business and a firmer es­ 


tablishm ent of our title as the principal center for m ining investm ent and mining speculation in the Rocky 


Mountain region.

WHERE THE GOLD COMES FROM.

E V E R A L tim es recently the rem ark ha6 been made 
th at the Colorado Springs brokers did not put 


the gold in the ore, aud the inference intended 
to be drawn from this remark it* that no great 


amount of credit is due to the Colorado Springs mining 
. promoters for the growth and the development of the 


Cripple Creek district. 


O f course the rem ark is absolutely true. 
The brokers 
did not put the gold in the rock, and they did not add 
or subtract a single particle from the amount in the 


eternal hills. 


B u t it is equally true tnat if it were not for the brokers 
and the mining men of Colorado Springs the gold that 
was in the Cripple Creek mountains would have remained 
there, and the district would have remained as little 
known and as unproductive as other districts in the state 
[hat have failed to receive the proper means for their 


development. 


There is hardly a mine in the district, with tsvo ex­ 
ceptions, the Independence and the Portland, that could 
have 
furnished 
the 
money for its 
own 
development. 


Outside capital was a necessity for the opening of the 
mines, and it was the Colorado Springs brokers, beyond 
any question, who secured the sums necessary to build 


ihe shaft houses and tile railroads, to buy the m achinery 


and to build the m ills and the reduction works that were 
required before the gold in the rocks could be made 


available. 


It is not the gold in the rocks that has made Cripple 


Creek great, but the gold that has come out of the rocks, 
it could not have come out it it was not there, to bo sure, 
but it could not have come out if there was not invested 


capital to bring it out, and if there were not men with 
the acquaintance and the ability to secure the attention 


and the interest of capitalists. 


There is too much of a disposition at the present time 


to decry the services of those* who have promoted the 


development of Cripple Creek. 
There is no desire on our 
part to claim that they are “ the whole thing," but they 
certainly are entitled to a large measure of credit for 
what has been accomplished, and the Gazette at least 


w ill never hesitate to give them recognition for what they 
have done. 


The richness of the Cripple Creek rock is the material 
out of which its greatness has been built. 
The hand that

of deputies, which is the lower house of the 
French parliament.

every lour years by universal suffrage, and each citizen 


twenty-one years old not actually in m ilitary service, 
and who has a six mouths residence ¡n any- one town, 


has the right to vote. 
The chamber is now composed 
of .")8t 
deputies, and 
each arrondissement elects one 


deput.v. and if its population is in excess of luo.uou it 
is divided Into two or more constituencies. 


The issues of the 
present campaign 
concern 
the 
adm inistration 
of 
President 
l.oubet and of the prime 


minister. M. Wakleck-Rousseau. 
M. l.oubet was elected 
president in 1890 to succeed President Fan re, who had 
died in office. 
The late history of the French republic 


had not been entirely satisfactory. 
President Carnot 
j was assassinated in 189-1. and President Caslmir-Perier, 
| who was in office from Juno, 
IS!) I. to January, 
1895. 
resigned his position because, as ho said, the responsi­ 
bility was placed upon him when lie had no authority. 
Upon the death 
of 
President Fan re in 1899. the task 
of choosing his successor seemed a most difficult one, 
and .M. Lou bet owed 
his 
election rather to the fact 
that he had few active enemies than that he was pos­ 
sessed of striking qualifications for the office. 
Pre si­ 
dent Loubet, however, has proven him self well adapted 
for the position and has commanded the respect and 
confidence of his fellow citizens. 
The opening speech 


of the campaign laid stress upon the fact that under 
this 
president and 
this prime minister, thfe republic 


seemed to be more firm ly established than ever before. 
These claim s are supported by general opinion, and 


there seems to be no good reason to believe that the 
government w ill not win a general victory In the com­ 


ing election.

THÈ EXTRA SESSION 


V 


E R Y much against his own desire, and against the 
desires of the gréât m ajority of the people of 
this state, Governor Orman has found it noces- 


sary to call an extra session, of the state legis­ 
lature for- the purpose of remedying the blunders and 


correcting the errors of the regular session. 


W h ile the people sympathize w ith the governor in 
the extreme reluctance with which the decision for an 
extra session has been reached, they w ill agree with 
him that the re-assembly of the legislature is an urgent 
and an unavoidable necessity. 
Recent decisions of the 


courts upon the laws passed or attempted by the regu­ 
lar session have left no alternative, and Governor Orman 


has been compelled to accept that horn of the dilemma 
which Governor Thomas avoided only w ith extreme dif­ 


ficulty and danger. 


It is certainly significant of the low degree to which 
our political affairs have fallen that two successive leg­ 
islatures have shown themselves so incompetent— to use 
no harsher word— that governors of their own party 
have been plunged in indecision as to which was the 
worse calam ity for the state, to suffer the results of 
their acts and omissions or to run the risks of an extra 
session. 
The severest condemnation that has 
been 
heard upon the acts of the Twelfth and the Thirteenth 
general assemblies of this state has come not from R e ­ 
publicans but from those who were party associates of 
the m ajority of the legislators and who by their votes 
assisted in placing them in their positions of responsi­ 
bility and power. 
And while others may be more em­ 
phatic or eloquent in their condemnation of the acts of 
the Thirteenth general assembly, nothing can be more 
impressive in condemnation than the proclamation ot 
the governor of their own party who linds it necessary 
to specify for change or correction nearly, if not quite, 
every one of the significant acts of that legislature. 


But the people of the state of Colorado care less about 
condemnation than they do nbout reform. 
They do not 
desire any further exposition of fusion incompetence or 
blundering. 
W hat they do want is a fair, reasonable and 
effective revenue law that will furnish the money for 
the necessary expenses of the state, that will discrim ­ 
inate for or against no one. that will compel all corpora­ 
tions as well as individuals to pay a just share of taxa­ 
tions and that will not be pulled to pieces by the first 
clever law yer that is hired to tight it in the courts. 


Outside of this matter of taxation, the governor has 
outlined an extensive program for the extra session and 
one that may afford opportunity for a much longer ses- j 
sion than either the governor or the peuple would like 
to see. 


The governor has very wisely anil properly included 
in the call the amendment of the St. Louis world s fair 
bill, so that the technical objection to the payment of 
warrants may be avoided. 
The sentiment of the peo­ 
ple of the state is overwhelm ingly in favor of proper rep­ 
resentation at the fair, and the punctilious objections 


that have been raised have found no approval except in 
the narVowly selfish quarters where they originated. 
j

OIL DEVELOPMENTS IN COLORADO. 


T 


W O R E C E N T oil discoveries in the state arc of 
prime importance to the general interest. 
The 
first of these took place in the north central por­ 
tion in the county of Boulder and near the town 


of that name. 
The geological formation at this point is 
sim ilar to that at Florence, and the strike there is an 


indication that oil may be found along the eastern foot of 
the mountains wherever the local conditions are favor­ 
able to its collection. 
If the rocks are broken or inclined 
so that the oil runs aw ay instead of accumulating in a 
reservoir, of course the 
particular strata where it is 
formed will be barren at that point. 
But favorable con­ 
ditions undoubtedly exist at many other places besides 
Boulder and Florence. 
The recent discovery will serve 
to stimulate prospecting, and Larim er, Boulder, Weld. 


Jefferson. Arapahoe, Douglas, E l Paso, Pueblo, Huerfano 


and Las Animas counties may be considered as offering 
a fair field for enterprise along this line. 


The other discovery of oil was made at De Beque, 
which is located upon the Grand river in the northern 
part of Mesa county and about 25 miles northeast of 
Grand Junction. 
This discovery is not less Important 


than the one at Boulder. 
Do Beque is situated near the 
southern border of an oil territory, which extends across 
the western end of four large counties, Mesa, Garfield, Rio 


Blanco and Routt, in Colorado, and across the lines west 


into Utah and north into Wyoming. 
The development of 
this field offers a magnificent opportunity for prospectors 
and investors, and it will in time come to be one of the 
great resources of the state. 


Strange as it may appear, these two immense oil 


territories do not comprise all the possibilities of the 
state in this line. 
Another field is known to exist in 
Archuleta county, the boundaries of which have not as 
yet been determined, and* there are possibly other fields 


in other parts of the state. 


The discoveries that have been made within the past 
y e a r> at De Beque. Boulder, Pagosa Springs, and else­ 
where occasion no surprise to those fam iliar with the 
geological features of the state. 
They do go far to verify 
the hopes and anticipations that have been formed, and 
there is little doubt that succeeding discoveries will bear 
out still further the anticipations of those who expect 
to sec one of the great oil-producing regions of the 


country opened up in Colorado. 


A NEW ROAD NEEDED. 


H E R E ought not to be any hesitation or delay 


I 
in opening up a new county road from Colo- 
X 
rado C ity south to the present county road to 
the poor house from Colorado Springs. 
As 
we are informed, the records show that a county road 


along this line has already been laid out, but so far it 
has been unimproved, and at the present time a sub­ 


stantial bridge across Fountain creek and considerable 
work on Ihe road itself is necessary to make it service­ 


able. 


At the present time there is no highway leading from 
Colorado City to the south, and In view of the exten­ 


sive Improvements now being made In this section, the 
construction of this road is a matter of immediate im­ 
portance. 


It is the more essential that something should be 


done at once toward making a good road here, because 
promises to this effect were made at the time the T el­ 


luride reduction works were established in their pres­ 
ent location. 
This new establishment Is a very Im­ 
portant addition to local industry, and everything rea­ 
sonable should be done to facilitate its work and to aid 
in its construction. 
About $200,000 w ill be spent 
In 


completing the present plant, and its importance a* a 


local industry and aB a stimulus to Cripple Creek gold 
production is scarcely to be over estimated. 


Besides that, the new road w ill furnlBh a highway ia - 


tween Colorado C ity and the new Portland mill. 
Along 


its line there are in prospect important suburban addi­ 
tions. which w ill depend upon the two large mills and 


THE AUSTRALIAN LAND TAX BILL. 


I 


N H IS C A L L for an extra session, the governor of 


Colorado, acceding to the request of many piom 
inent business men of the state, has included in the 
legislative program the recalling or rescinding of any 
constitutional amendment now waiting for submission 


at the next general election. 
W hile this patt of the 
governor's summons is general in its terms and applies 
equally well to all the six amendments now pending, it 


is understood to refer more particularly to what is known 
as the Bueklin bill, or the Australian land tax amend­ 
ment. against which a strong petition was presented to 


the governor recently. 


In view of the present interest in the matter, it is 
well to sec exactly what this Bueklin law is, and what is 
meant by the Australian land tax bill. 
The bill itself 


w ill be found on page 93 of the Colorado session laws o 


1901, and is as follows: 


‘■An act to submit to the qualified electors of the 
state of Colorado amendments to article X of the con­ 
stitution of Colorado. 
. 


"B e it enacted by the general assembly of the state 
of Colorado: 
, 


"Section 1. 
There shall be submitted to the qualified 
electors of the state of Colorado at the next geneia 
election for members of the general assembly, for their 
approval or rejection, the following amendments to trie 
constitution of the state of Colorado, which, when rati­ 
fied by a m ajority of those voting 
thereon, 
shall do 
valid as a part of the constitution. 


“ Sec. U. 
Section 9 of article X of the constitution ot 
the state of Colorado shall be amended so as to lead as 
follows: 


‘ Sec. 9. 
Once in four years, but 
not 
oftener. the 
voters of any county in the state may. by vote at an> gen­ 
eral election, exempt or refuse to exempt from all taxa­ 
tion for county, city, town, school, road and other local 
purposes, any or all personal property and improvements 
on land: but neither the whole nor any part ot the full 
cash value of any rights of way. franchises in public 
ways, oi land, exclusive of the improvements theicon. 
shall be so exempted; 
Provided, however, that such 
question be submitted to the voters, bv virtue of a peti­ 
tion therefor, signed and sworn to by not less than 100 
resident taxpayers of such county, and tiled with the 
county clerk and recorder, not less than JO, nor more 
than 9o days before the day of election. 


"S e t. 
Section 
11 of a rticle X of the constitution 


,,r the •-late <>i < ’<11».i mh<-i shall he >inier|i!oil so as to read 


as follow s: 


'Sec. II. 
The rate of taxation on property for state 
purposes shall never exceed four mills on each dollar of 
valuation; bm the provisions of this section shall not 
apply to rights of way. of franchises in public ways, or 
land, the tull cash value of which may be taxed at such 
additional rate, not exceeding two mills on each dollar 
of assessed valuation, as shall be provided bv law, after 
exempting all 
personal 
property 
and 
improvements 
thereon from such additional rate of taxation. 


"Sec. 
|. 
Kach elector voting at said election and 
desirous of voting for or against, all ihe said amendments 
as a whole shall prepare and deposit his ballot, whereon 
shall be printed the words 'Fo r Australian Tax System ’ 
and 'Against. Australian Tax System,' and shall indicate 
his choice by placing a cross opposite one or the other 
of said group of words. 
Any elector not voting as 
aforesaid, may express his approval or rejection of any 
one or more of said amendments by sim ilarly designat­ 
ing any amendment so approved or rejected by number 
in the order in which it appears in this act. 
The of­ 
ficial ballot shall be so prepared as to afford the elec­ 
tors the opportunity to express their choice as herein 
provided. 


"Sec. o. 
The votes cast for the adoption or rejec­ 
tion of said amendments, or either or any of them, shall 
be canvassed and the result determined in the manner 
provided by the ¡av's of 
t h e «tale for the tanvaos of 
votes for representatives in congress.'' 


This quotation of the law in full establishes the fact 
that it is not the purpose of this law to make by Itself, 
any change in the present revenue law of Colorado. 
It 


proposes two such changes to the people, and leaves it 
to them to decide whether the changes shall he made 
or not. 
If the amendments are rejected, the present 
conditions continue exactly as they now are. 


If. however, the amendments to the constitution pro­ 
posed by this act of the legislature are approved by the 


people at the next general election, then by the second 
amendment the limit of taxation on land, rights of way, 
and franchises in public ways is raised from four mills 
per dollar to six mills per dollar, while on personal prop­ 
erty and improvements on land, the old lim it of four 


mills per dollar is maintained. 
And by the first amend­ 
ment the people of any county in the state, without, 


regard to any other county, may exempt personal prop­ 
erty and improvements from any taxation and collect 
all local taxes from lands, rights of way, and franchises 
in public ways. 


If the amendments should be approved by the people 
of the state it is quite certain that some counties would 
try the new plan, and it is equally certain that other 
counties would not try it until experience elsewhere had 
demonstrated its wisdom or folly. 


In spite ot the opportunity offered by the governor, it 


is not likely that any amendment proposed to the peo­ 
ple by the assembly at its recent session will be w ith­ 
drawn unless it interferes in some way with other neces­ 
sary 
legislation. 
The legislative act in these cases 
docs not create law; it simply gives the people the op­ 
portunity to make the law. if they so desire. 
It is un­ 
likely that the legislature that has voted by a two-thirds 
majority, to submit the question to the people, will now 
refuse to let the people express their opinion. 


All this is aside from the merits of the question. 
W hether it ¡s wise and proper to adopt in Colorado at 


the present time the modified form of the Australian tax 
system proposed by the Thirteenth general assembly is 
a question that will come before the people for frequent 


discussion in the next few months. 
Our present pur­ 
pose is merely to give the facts that must servo as a 
basis and a prelim inary to any intelligent discussion of 
the matter.

Unless there is a decided change for 
the worse in the sulphide situation it is 
not in the least probable that any of the 
mines here will close down. 
As the

iron sulphide supply. 
The Yak ore, lot 
instance, is either a straight iron sul­ 
phide or a zinc sulphide, and hot It 
find n ready market. 
With the

The Greenback is in a position to ship 
200 tons a day, and is now taking out 
over 100 tons. 
The linn, however, is upon tlie lead 
sulphide ore, and the reason is as e x ­ 
plained by sm elting men, that the A. fc>. 
and R. Go. m ust wprU off the stock of 
lead, about 70,000 tons, which is accu­ 
mulated at N ew York. 
How long this 
will take is not known, but no im m e­ 
diate change in the situation is expect­ 
ed. 
There will be no absolute shutting 
off of the lead sulphide here, for in 
some eases tlie sm elters have contracts 
which there is no intention to break. 
Whenever it is possible, however, die 
supply of lead sulphides will he cur­ 
tailed. 
It is the policy of the smelter 
to continue to receive such ores as are 
produced by the Silver K ing mine of 
Utah. 
This great property ships from 
150 to 175 tons a day of 45 to 50 per cent, 
lead ore. running high in silver, and 
which 
"ill stand a heavy treatment 
charge. 
This of course means a good 
profit to the smelter, and they will con- 
linue to accept all that is offered, pre­ 
ferring to drop off the low grade m a ­ 
terial which 
yields the 
lesser treat­ 
ment charge. 
'I’he scale of sm elting 
charges is based on its value, to a large 
extent. 
This might 
serin 
inequitable 
at first thought, and whether it is or 
is not. it has been the custom eve j- since 
the industry was established. 
The rea­ 
son that the better grades of ore pay 
more is based on the obvious fact that 
they can stand it. and that therefore the 
smelters are enabled to treat the low 
grade material and thus encourage m in­ 
ing. 
It is necessary to do this in order 
that the sm elter m ay obtain the neces­ 
sary 
ci mbination 
for 
its 
furnace 
charges. 
But the present situation is a unique 
one in the history of smelting. Whether 
the present trouble over marketing ore 
Is caused by over production of lead, or 
the trust or what not. the fact is that 
the A. S. and R. company, is not b u y ­ 
ing an y more low grade sulphide ores 
than It possibly can help. 
Under nor­ 
mal conditions sm elters are inclined to 
encourage low grade m ining for they 
require tonnage to keep their fui naees 
going, but now. the ore that yields the 
least profit to the sm elter must go to 
the wall. 
It is an artificial situation, however, 
and cannot but be temporary in its n a ­ 
ture. 
The m arkets of the world must 
in the course of a short time absorb the 
lead now on hand, and then conditions 
here will return to their normal state. 
The most recent gold belt shipper is 
the Gold Basin Mining company, which 
is leasing on the Rig Four property in 
South Evans gulch. Last sum m er M an­ 
ager John Walsh started a new shaft 
on the property, and at 232 feet began 
drifting In quartzite, where a rich vein 
w as struck, giving som e remarkable 
assays.

As we cam e through Kan­ 
sas, nearly all the buffaloes had dis­ 
appeared, being still on the feeding 
ground farther south. 
There were a

not followed the rest of the herd, vne 
day we came across a bunch of three, 
and as the dogs ran out and teased 
them one of them suddenly became 
stampeded and ran directly for our 
train, rushing blindly between the two 
rows of wagons,, and Anally charging 
right on a team and becoming tangled 
In the iron chains and scaring the 
mules. 
The Mexican driver jumped 
down and thrust a long spear right into 
the frantic animal, killing it inBtantly, 
and then with a quick swish of his 
stiletto h'e cut the warm tongue, right 
out of the animal.

DANA’S LETTER TO CONGRESS. 


The members 6f 
the senate and 
house committees on public buildings 
and grounds have received from Post­ 
m aster Dana of Colorado Springs a cir­ 
cular letter showing the business trans­ 
acted by the 
Colorado Springs office 
and the growth made by it during the 
past three or four years as well as 
some information concerning the city 
of Colorado Springs itself. 
This in­ 
formation is sent to aid in inducing a 
favorable report upon the bill now 
before these committees to provide a 
public building for Colorado Springs. 
In his circular letter Postm aster Dana 
recites: 


"In 1890 Colorado Springs had a pop­ 
ulation of about 15.000; in 1900 a pop­ 
ulation, by the census, of 21,085; now a 
population of not 
less 
than 27.U0D, 
About 30,000 people reside within the 
mail delivery of Colorado Springs, ilie 
city and suburban towns are growing 
rapidly. 
There are not. over a dozen 
vacant houses in the city. 


“In 1901. there were issued by the 
city building inspector approximately 
flfto building permits. 
The amount ex­ 
pended in Colorado Springs for build­ 
ing in 1901 was $1.897.205. 


“Cripple Creek, 35 miles distant, is 
the greatest gold mining camp in the 
United States. 
Most of its properties 
are owned, controlled and operated by 
Colorado Springs people, and half of 
the ores taken from the Cripple Creek 
district arc smelted or reduced here. 
The output of the Cripple Creek dis­ 
trict for 1901 was $25.000.000. 
Colo­ 
rado Springs m aintains the largest min­ 
ing stock exchange in America. 
In 
1901. $81,050,0(57 cash sales of mining 
stock were made on the floor of the 
exchange. 
The combined deposits of 
the banks of Colorado Springs are 
$5,850,000. 


"A new court house and city hall 
are in process of construction. 
The 
city is the center of the finest scenic 
attractions in the United States. Thou­ 
sands of people annually visit Colo­ 
rado Springs and it is one of the most 
popular summer resorts in America. 
It is rapidly becoming a w inter tourist 
town as well. 


"Like Washington, it is a city of 
magnificent homes 
and magrtiflcent 
distances. 
■ 


"W hen the present postm aster 38' 
sumcd office, in 1897, the gi;oss re­ 
ceipts of the office were about $($(000; 
for the calendar year 1901, the gross 
receipts were $99,216. Then the net 
revenue to the United States was $39,- 
000, for 1901, it was $53,000. 
Then 
its relative rank among the postoffiees 
of the United States in point of gross 
receipts was 104th; now its rank is 
87th. 


"Then the newspaper postage col­ 
lected annually was about $600; now 
it is nearly $4,000 per year. 
Then 
about 19.000 money orders were issued 
each year; in 1901, over 36,000 orders 
were issued, the. office ranking about 
44th in the United States in the num­ 
ber of money orders issued. For money 
orders issued. $285,000 was taken in 
and $274.000 was paid out on money 
orders. There was received as fees on 
orders issued, $2.800. 
The office is a 
money order depositary and received 
as deposits from other offices in 1901, 
$89.596. 


“In 1897 about 7,000 pieces of m atter 
were registered; in 1901, 16,700. 
In 
1S97 about 10.000 pieces of registered 
m atter were received; in 1901, 17.712 
pieces. 
In 1897 about. 16.000 of regis­ 
tered m atter were handled in transit; 
in 1901, 20,000 pieces. 


“No less than 50.000 change of ad­ 
dress and forwarding orders were left 
in 1901. 
The present fixtures wore 
placed three years ago. 
It has been 
found necessary to double the capacity 
in many departm ents. 
There arc 1*8 
employes of the Colorado Springs post- 
office. besides 
which 
eight railway 
postal clerks are paid hero. The runs 
of 23 postal clerks, term inate in Colo­ 
rado Springs. It is the term inus of four 
railway postoffiees. 


“In every departm ent of the office, 
decided gains are made cacli month 
over the same month of the preceding 
year; and each year over the previous 
year.”

ALL BUILDING 


RECORDS BROKEN. 


During the week ending yesterday 
noon 49 perm its for buildings to cost 
$105,250 were issued by Building In­ 
spector C o v a y . 
More perm its were is­ 
sued for new residences than during 
any other week In the history of the 
city, and all weekly records of the 
office, except when perm its for large 
buildings were granted, were broken. 


Forty of the perm its issued 
last 
week were for residences, and the re­ 
m ainder for stores, shops and additions 
to old structures. 
The residences for 
which perm its were granted are prin­ 
cipally cottages and other small dwell­ 
ings costing from $500 to $5,000. The 
present rapid growth of the city is re­ 
sponsible for the large num ber of per­ 
mits. 
W ith the exception of a hotel 
addition costing $15,000, a storo and 
lodging building costing $7,000, and two 
residences, all the perm its were for 
houses costing less than $5.000. 


The records of the office of the build­ 
ing inspector show that on an average 
about 90 perm its, for buildings costing 
in the aggregate $100.000, are issued 
each month. The record for last week, 
as far as the cost of buildings is con­ 
cerned, exceeds the monthly average. 


During the week ending January 
10 pnly 15 perm its were granted. Last 
week the num ber was 49. due in part to 
the revival of business after the holi­ 
day period. 


There is every indication that all 
records of the office will be broken 
during this month for perm its for resi­ 
dences.

The 
election resulted in a contest between W . 
E . Rohde, Fusion candidate for treasurer, 
tnd F . J. Steinmetz, Republican candidate, 
the latter having received a certificate of 
¿lection and refusing to give up the office 
In Ja n u a ry , 1898, when the change of ad­ 
m inistration resulting from the 1S97 elec­ 
tion took place. 
In Ju ly , 1S98, the contest 
¿ul£ brought by M r. Rohde that had then 
been through the county and state courts 
resulted in a victory for the contestor. The 
decision was announced on the 24th of the 
m onth and the office was turned over Ly 
Mr. .Steinmetz to M r. Rohde on August 1 
following. 


D u rin g the seven months that M r. Stein­ 
metz had held the office in 1898 he had 
Braw n the salary due the county treas­ 
urer. 
Upon assum ing the office August 1 
Hr. Rohde demanded this money and the 
iounty commissioners being called upon 
to decide the question decided that M r. 
Steinmetz was entitled to the salary for 
'.he first six months, but not for the sev- 
snth month. 
Mr. Rhode, notwithstanding 
ihis decision of the board, appropriated 
to him self the $2,265.93 drawn by M r. Stein­ 
metz and charged M r. Steinmetz up on the 
Books of the office with this amount, this

ALLEGED SHORTAGE OF 
. FOUR HUNDRED THOUSAND 


By Associated Press. 


Cincinnati, 
Ohio, Jan. 22.—Sensa- 


tional reports were published here to- 
day of an alleged shortage in the books 
of Theodore Braemer, who resigned 
last Sunday as secretary and treas- 
urer of J. & F. Scroth PaclUng com- 
pany of this city. The story as at first 
published alleged a shortage of from 
$160,000 to $400,000, extending over a 
period of 20 years, and declared that 
Mr. Braemer had turned over all of 
his property and chattels in trust pend- 
ing an examination of the books by 
experts. 


Braemer denied that there was any 


defalcation "but admitted that he bad 
turned over $72,000 In personal prop- 
erty to Harlan Cleveland, his attorney, 
and Joseph W. O'Hara, attorney for 
the J. & F. Scroth company. While 
Braemer talked freely about the case, 
the Scroths refused to say anything 
and the attorneys were also reticent. 
Braemer is 45 years old and has been 
with the Scroths 27 years, most of the 
time receiving $25 per week as book- 
keeper and in recent-years twice that 
much as secretary and treasurer. The 
firm did a business of about $1,000,000 
a year which was collected by Brae- 
mer. 


When John Scroth died over a year 


ago Lieutenant Governor Carl Nippert 
ebcame the attorney of his heirs, who 
instituted an investigation of the com- 
pany which finally culminated in a 
meeting of all interested parties last 
Sunday at which Braemer resigned and 
from which the sensational reports of 
today emanated. 


Lieutenant Governor Nippevt, attor- 


ney for the heirs of John Scroth, is 
engaged with the legislature at Colum- 
bus, while Harlan Cleveland, attorney, 
for 'Braemer, and John W. O'Hara, at- 
torney for the company and also trus- 
tees, are engaged with the experts In 
examining the books. The accountants 
insist that they cannot complete their 


work for two or three weeks and coun- 
sel say that no reliable statement can 
be made until that time. 


No reports of similar character ever 


created such a sensation in this city as 
Mr. Braemer always has been regarded 
as a man of the highest business and 
social standing. He owns one of the 
finest residences in the city and it is 
furnished with all that art could sup- 
ply. In all of the sensational reports . 
that have been published no reference 
is made to him as a fast man or of 
bad habits, such as are usually coupled 
with such sensations. The attorneys 
and other Interested persons will give 
no assurance that the report of the 
experts on the 
examination of the 


books will be made public when com- 
pleted as they state that every' possible 
difference has already been adjusted 
satisfactorily by the property that 
Braemer has turned over in trust. All 
the interested parties state that they 
expected after the meeting last Sun- 
day, at which Braemer resigned, that 
all differences would be settled without 
the matter ever becoming public.

total value. The equalizers allowed the 
county authorities of the several coun- 
ties where the land Is located to value 
this property.

New Military Device. 


The German military authorities have 


adopted for service In the army a new 
collapsible boat, which is said to be 
more simple and more easily put to- 
gether than any similar boat that has 
yet been invented. When taken apart 
the boat may be carried: by one horse, 
or it may be divided among and form 
a part of the soldiers kits. 


The bottom of the boat-is made by 


eight or nine lances, placed longitudin- 
ally side by side, with a few inches' 
space between each, 
Owing to 
the 


great strength of the 
woodwork of 


which these lances are made, it forms 
a perfectly solid and safe foundation. 
And the tendency to bend outward be- 
neath 
the weight 
of the soldiers is 


obviated by locking devices, placed at 
intervals across the entire width of the 
bottom. From the base rise small brac- 
ing sections, or connecting members, to 
the gunwale of the boat, while cross- 
pieces are placed at the stern and bow 
respectively to maintain absolute rig- 
idity. When the framework has been 
completed the waterproof 
canvas 
is 


simply stretched over it, and the craft 
is ready for service. 


At a recent trial it was found that the 


boat could be made ready for use in 
seven minutes; five minutes for fixing 
locking devices Into position, and two 
minutes for covering the frame work 
with' the waterproof canvas. It can be 
dismembered in about one-third of the 
time'it" takes'to. put It together. The 
total weight of the materials for con- 
structing' the "boat exclusive of 
the 


lances, which form a part 6f the troop- 
ers' outfit; is 72 pounds. 


The bars are requisitioned from lances 


also, fitted at one end with 
an 
oar 


blade, consisting of a strip of canvas 
two feet' in length by six inches in 
width, upon which slats are 
sewed. 
These canvas blades when hot in "use 
etin be rolled, up'and slipped Into the 
pocket oqt of tb,e' way. The lances 'of 
J3 troopfers are required for construct- 
ing a boat which, when completed, has 
a capacity for carrylne 6 rnen.

The outcome of thft 


questioning was that Lord Cranborne 
made a general reply in which he said 


Great Britain's main policy in Asia, in- 
cluding Persia was to maintain the 
status quo. Assurances had been ex- 
changed between the British and Rus- 


; slah governments with reference to the 
maintenance of the Persian integrity. 
His lordship saw no reasons why they 
could not simultaneously maintain Brit- 
ish trade and good relations with Rus- 
sia but the latter would not be bought 
at the-expense of any rights possessed 


.•' by Great Britain. While anxious for 


the maintenance ot the integrity of 
. Persia, the government was far more 
• anxious to maintain the balance 
of 


power and It was quite impossible for 
the government to a*andon its .rightful 
position In Persia, This was especially 
true as regards the Persian gulf and 
the province bordering on India.

INTENTION? TO INTERFERE

Paris, Jan. 22.—In view of the state- 


ment made by Lord Cranborne, British 
under secretary of state for foreign af* 
fairs, in the house of commons Monday, 
on the subject of representations made 
to Great Britain before and after the 
outbreak of the Spanish-American war 
and the dispatch 
of the 
Associated 
Press from London yesterday on the 
same subject, the correspondent of the. 
Associated Press made inquiries in an 
authoritative quarter here and received 
the following explanations which throw 
a somewhat different light on the sub- 
ject: 


"In the first place in the Spanish ne- 


gotiations at the end o'f March, 1898,. 
to secure, the intervention of the powers 
In her favor. Great Britain took the 
same attitude as France and the other 
powers. She neither refused nor con- 
sented to join in collective action. A|l' 
the powers were hesitating until they 
ascertained the intentions of the others. 
Russia settled the matter by the late 
Count Muravleft's blunt rejection of the 
proposal. Subsequently, after General 
Woodford's conference with the Spanish 
premier and Senor Gullon, the fol-eTgjn, 
minister, at which the latter indicated 
tho extent of the surrender Spain was 
willing to make to the United States' 
demands, the Austrian government,.beit 
licving Spain's surrender was sufficient-; 
ly complete to satisfy^ the United States; 
Instructed Its ambassadors, to propose 
to the European 
governments that a 


note be presented at Washington, urg;- 
iliig the United States to accept Spalifs 
offer and avert war. The Spanish am- 
bassador In London saw A. J. Balfour, 
(the first lord of the treasury, w|io mus^ 
at that time have been acting as secre- 
tary of state for foreign affairs during 
the absence of Lord Salisbury at Beau- 
lieu, France,) who promised .to instruct 
Lord PauhcefptQ to act alone or with his 
colleagues with a view 
to . maintain 
peace. No action was definitely agreed 
upon though -Russia'. Francp and ;Ger- 
many were disposed toward * move- 
ment which would avert in outbreak of 
hostilities.

cific ports. The time advantage of the 
Nicaragua route would be less in the 
case of the fast high powered steamers, 
A « USe of whlch ls increasing. Between 
Atlantic ports and the west coast of 
South America, the Panama route has 
the advantage of about two days and 
between gulf ports and the west coast 
of faouth Africa the Panama route has 
the advantage of about one day. 
The 
trade of the western coast of South 
America is a very Important one which 
has hitherto been In European hands. 


The Panama route is an old highway 


or commerce, along which no consider- 
able industrial development is likely to 
occur. 
During the construction of a 


canal on the Nicaragua route business 
relations will be established with Costa 
Kica and Nicaragua Which would likely 
continue. Existing conditions indicate 
hygienic advantages at Nicaragua al- 
though equally effective sanitary meas- 
ures must be taken in both cases. 


The offer received from the Panama 
canal company to convey all its prop- 
erty including all its interest in the 
Panama railroad to the United States 
win make the estimated cost of the two

same right, title and interest in the 
premises that the new Panama canal 
company now has but it jvould not be 
sufficient.

thus purchased would be valuable only 
because their ownership by the United 
States -would remove the obstacles In 
the way of negotiations between the 
two governments for the occupation of 
:he Colombian territory by the United 
States for canal purposes; 
but these 


concessions are unsatisfactory and In- 
sufficient and a new arrangement must 
3e made if an isthmian canal Is to be 
onstructed by our government across 
:he isthmus of Panama. 


The grant must be not for a term of 
years, but in perpetuity, and a strip of 
lerritory from ocean to ocean of suf- 
ficient width must be placed under the 
control of the United States. 


Upon this strip the 
United States 


must have the right to inforce police 
regulations, 
preserve 
order, 
protect 


jroperty rights and exercise such other 
lowers as are appropriate and neces- 
sary. The business relations between 
the United States and canal company 
and Colombian government must also 
be settled and the consideration to be 
laid by the United States for the priv- 
leges and rights to be exercised in the 
future must be agreed uport free from 
all embarrassment 
with reference to 
past transactions. The commission has 
no power to enter upon negotiations for 
he arrangement of these matters: they 
jelong to the treaty-making power but' 
he acceptance of the terms offered by 
he hew Panama Canal company should 
be conditioned upon their satisfactory 
djustment. 
The advantages of the two 
canal 


routes have been restated according to 
he findings of the former report. There 
has been no change in the views of the 
;ommission with reference to any of 
these conclusions then reached; but the 
lew proposition submitted by the new 
Panama Canal company makes a reduc- 
tion of nearly $70,000,000 in the cost of 
a canal across the isthmus of Panama, 
according .to the estimates contained 
n the former report. 
There is, however, one important mat- 


ter which cannot enter into Its deter- 
mination, but which may in the end 
control the action of the United States. 
Reference is made to the disposition of 
:he government whose territory is nec- 
essary for the construction and opera- 
tion of an isthmian canal. It must be 
assumed by the commission that Co- 
ombia will exercise the same fairness 
ind liberality if the Panama route is 
determined on that have been expected 
of Nicaragua and Costa Rica should the 
Nicaragua route be preferred.

WASHINGTON LETTER

Washington, Jan. 16.—The question of 


precedence comes up every winter to 
disturb the officials and amuse Wash- 
ingtonians. 
Not long ago a hostess 


who had just taken up her residence. 
In Washington and was entertaining 
her first party of official folk realized 
after the guests had assembled that she 
was wholly ignorant of the intricacies 
of, social precedents as governed by of- 
ficial rank. There was but one way out 
of it. The hostess boldly took the bull 
by' the horns. 


"I haven't the faintest idea how you 


ought to go into dinner," 
she 
an- 


nounced, "but those of you who wish 
anything to eat had better get In some 
way or the things will be spoiled/' 


Fortunately all the guests possessed 
the saving sense of humor. They flocked 
Into the dining room, took such seats as 
were most convenient, and the dinner 
was a success. 
One of the social tan- 
gles growing out of the law regarding 
the succession 
to the presidency is 


found in the discussion which has been 
in progress in recent years as to the 
relative positions of the president pro 
tempore of the United States senate 
and the speaker of the house of repre- 
sentatives. 
When at the first dinner 


at Jhe White house following the death 
ot Vice President Hobart, 
President 


MlKinley gave the place of honor to 
Senator Frye, the president pro tempore 
of the senate. Speaker Henderson of the 
house of representatives 
was highly 
displeased and he- afterwards declined 
to attend any dinner unless assured in 
advance that he would have the place 
of honor. The tension between General 
Miles and General Corbin was very no- 
ticeable as was also the question of 
precedence existing between the wives 
of Admiral Dewey and General Miles. 
The matter .was finally settled as near 
as any of these social controversies can 
be settled by the decision that inas- 
much as the war department was estab- 
lished prior > to the navy department 
the general commanding the army was 
entitled to precedence over the admiral 
.of the navy at official functions. When 
the men are entertained as individuals 
Admiral Dewey being of superior rank 
takes precedence.

public men are made to suffer the con- 
sequence of social quarrels precipitated 
by.rthe 'women of their families.

niad^ against the election of. Senator 
Cullom. The governor's animosity wiis 
caused by a slight placed upon his wife 
by Mrs. Cullom who was reported to 
have declared that Mrs. Tanner as the 
daughter of a horse trader and auction- 
eer was socially impossible. For years 
there was a bitterness between Mrs. 
Merrlam whose husband is now direc- 
tor of the census and Mrs. Davis, widow 
of Senator Cushman 1C. Davis of Min- 
nesota. When Senator Davis gave his 
support to Mr. Merriam's candidacy for 
the office he now holds a truce was 
patched up between the two men and 
tTie reconciliation was-supposed to ex- 
tend to the ladies of the households. 


One of the most notable of all social 


tangles was precipitated by the refusal 
of Lord Pauncefote, the British ambas- 
sador and dean of the diplomatic corps 
to- call upon the vice president. He ar- 
gued that he was not only the official 
representative of his government, but 
also the personal representative of his 
sovereign, and as such was entitled to 
ra!nk directly after the president.

Jenkins of Cheyenne, has drawn a prize, 
namely, desk No. 93, which was used 
by the late President McKinley during 
his long term of service In the house of 
representatives.

An em- 
ploye of the house looking Into the his- 
torv of the unreserved desks, discov- 
ered that Mr. Jenkins was occupying 
the place In which President McKinley 
sat when he was a member of congress*. 
He went to Mr. Jenkins and said that 
he would be glad to have the authority 
to buy it at the price established when 
the sale should occur. "You are wel- 
come to my option on it," replied Mr. 
Jenkins, "I would not pay the freight 
on the desk to Wisconsin for It." Then 
the employe told Mr. Jenkins the story 
of the desk and released him from his 
contract to part with it. Mr. Jenkins 
has the desk now. Congressman Gor- 
don has picked up n couple of hundred 
dollars' worth of these old relics includ- 
ing: the table upon which President Mc- 
Kinley wrote the tariff bill and they 
have all been sent to his home in St. 
Mary's in Ohio. It is Mr. Gordon's pur- 
pose to fit up his office with this fur- 
niture exclusively. 


Representative Lacey of Iowa, chair- 


man of the house public lands com- 
mittee, has had a talk with the presi- 
dent and with Attorney-General Knox 
relative to desired legislation for pro- 
tection of forest reserves and the wild 
game they contain. The president, who, 
as It is well known, is desirous of pro- 
tecting the wild game of the west, has 
encouraged Mr. Lacey in his intention, 
and Attorney-General Knox has given 
him a written opinion on the subject 
which will be of interest in the west, 
where the question of game preserva- 
tion is a live one. The attorney-gen- 
eral says: 
"As to the public lands within a state 


the government has all the rights ot 
an individual proprietor, supplemented 
with the power to,make and enforce its 
own laws for, the assertion of these 
rights and for the disposal and full and 
complete management, control and pro- 
tection of Its lands. 


"I am decidedly of the opinion that 


congress may forbid and punish the 
killing of game on forest reserves, no 
matter that the slayfir is lawfully there 
and is not a trespasser. And I have 
no hesitation in expressing my opinion 
that congress has ample power to for- 
bid and punish any and all kinds of 
trespass upon 01^ injury to the forest 
reserves, including the trespass of en- 
tering upon or using them for the kill- 
ing, capture or pursuit of game." 


The attorney-general suggests that 


legislation might be enacted providing 
for arrest without wan-ant In cases of 
"hot pursuit" of poachers by rangers, 
deputy marshals and other peace offi- 
cers, and that it should be made an 
pffenso to he on any public reserve 
withrfthe Intent to kill or capture any- 
game. 


The,,galns which the United States is 


making in supplying Mexico with the 
articles which It imports from foreign 
countries are sharply called to the at- 
tention of Knglish manufacturers antl 
exporters by the British consul at the 
City of Mexico, who, in his report on 
the trade of Mexico for the year 1900, 
says: 


Fifty years ago, and even less, the 


greater part of the trade of Mexico wns 
carried on by British houses, the hoads 
of many of them having retired on a 
fair little fortune. As late as 1S72-78 
the British trade with Mexico was In a 
fairly flourishing condition, but from 
the date of the opening of the Mexican 
Central and Mexican National railways, 
the 
American manufacturers have 


yearly increased their trade with this 
country. 


Today the British trade is confined to 


a few agencies {.there being no impor- 
tant commercial establishment), who 
by means of samples and catalogues 
undertake the execution of orders. Some 
of these agents are persons who, being 
unacquainted with the country or with 
the customs, find it very difficult to do 
business with the people. There are, 
however, a few who are active and by 
accommodating themselves to their sur- 
roundings can get good orders for tho 
firms they represent. 
The example of 


these few might serve as an incentive 
to others. 


Some of the large houses In Man- 


chester, Birmingham and other centers 
often employ commercial travelers who 
make periodical visits to this country, 
and who can always count on their 
usual customers lor orders. 
Other 


houses send out representatives, fre- 
quently foreigners, who in many cases 
are unacquainted with the country, lan- 
guage, the people, and their customs, 
and after a short stay during which 
they are unable to get any order they 
return home disgusted. 


Mexico Is a market very different to 


ordinary large towns, as on account of 
its cosmopolitan nature and the few 
foreigners resident here it does not af- 
ford the facilities and comforts of Euro, 
pean towns of the same size, and then, 
also, on account of certain conditions 
peculiar to its Inhabitants, the demand 
for articles of long standing whose util- 
ity is well known Is greater than for 
modern inventions that take a long 
time to conquer the Ideas of the people. 


If the British manufacturer or trader 


wishes to open or increase his trade 
with this country It Is imperative for 
him to adopt other methods, and first of 
all consult the wishes of his customers 
by not forcing upon them articles that 
In hiA opinion might appear suitable, 
but are of no use In this market. An 
can be seen from the foregoing remarks 
some of the same openings still exist, 
but in a smaller degree, as American 
merchants are pushing their trade very 
considerably, either by 
establishing 


branch offices In this city,, or else by 
means of companies which have suffi- 
cient capital at their disposal and by 
being on the spot can purchase proper- 
ties nnd fonn companies to work them. 


Another reason why the American 


capitalist Is readier to Invest In Mexico 
Is that entisrpriHlng firms of St. Louis, 
Mo., and DrillaH, Tex., Issue monthly 
pamphlets In Spanish and Kngllsh con- 
taining short notices about the princi- 
pal towns of Mexico, and giving infor- 
mation about new enterprises 'and the 
establishment of new factories, a« well 
as other Information about the country.

THE BOULDER OIL FIELD.

HE Gazette needs to make no apology to its read- 


ers for devoting special space and prominence

oil discoveries at 


Boulder. The subject is an important one to all 


tho readers of this paper, and especially to those enter- 
prising men of Colorado Springs who are already in the 
field land have thus early made investments that have 
materially assisted towards the development of this new 
addition to Colorado's ^productive wealth. 


The story told elsewhere Is an interesting one.

WHERE THE GOLD COMES FROM- 
S 


EVERAL- times recently the remark has been made 


that the'Colorado Springs brokers did hot put 
the gold in the ore, and the inference intended 
to be drawn from this remark in that no great 


amount of credit is due to the Colorado Springs mining 
.promoters for the growth and the development of tho 


Cripple Creek .district. 


Of course the remark is absolutely true. The brokers 


did not put the gold in the rock, and they did not add 
or subtract a single particle from the amount in the 
eternal hills. 


But it is equally true that if it were not for the brokers 


and the mining men of Colorado Springs the gold that 
was in the Cripple Crock mountains would have remained 
there, and the district would have remained as little 
known and as unproductive as other districts in the state 
Chat have failed to receive the proper means for their 
development. 


There is hardly a mine in the district, with two ex- 


ceptions, the Independence and the Portland, that could 
have furnished the money for Its own development. 
Outside capital was a* necessity for the opening of the 
mines, and it was the Colorado Springs brokers, beyond 
any question,- who secured the sums necessary to build 
the shaft houses and the railroads, to buy the machinery 
and to build the mills and the reduction works that were 
required before the gold in the rocks could be made 
available.

It is not the gold in the rocks {hat has made Cripple 


Creek great, but the gold that has come out of the rocks. 
It could not have come out 1C it was not there, to be sure, 
but It could not have come out if there was not invested 
capital to brlnr it out, and if there wore not men with 
the acquaintance and tfte ability to secure the attention 
and the interest of capitaliets. 


There is too much of a deposition at the pregent time 


to decry the services pf those who have promoted the 


development of Cripple Creek. There is no desire on our 
part to claim that they are "the whole thing," but they 
certainly are entitled to a large measure of credit for 
what has been accomplished, and the Gazette at least 
will never hesitate to give them recognition for what they 
have done. 


The richness of the Cripple Creek rock is the material 


out of which its greatness has been built. The hand that 
reared the structure and planned it was the hand of the 
Colorado Springs promoter and the instrument with 
which he worked was the incorporated raining company. 


THE FRENCH ELECTIONS. 
T 


HE campaign which has just begun In Prance 


is for the election of members of the chamber 
of deputies, which is the lower house of the 
French parliament. 
The deputies are .elected 


every four years by universal suffrage, and each citizen 
twenty-one years old not actually in military service, 
and who has a six mouths residence in any one town, 
has the right to vote. 
The chamber IB now composed 


of 58-1 deputies, and each arropdiBsement elects one 
deputy, and if its population is iu excess of 100,000 it 
is divided into two or more constituencies. 


The issues of the present campaign concern the 


administration of President Loubet and of tho prime 
minister, M. \Yaldeck-RotiHseau. M. Loubet was elected 
president in 1899 to succeed President Faure, who had 
died in office. 
The late history of the French republic 


had not been entirely uatisfactory. 
President Carnot 


was assassinated In 1894, and President Caslmir-Pcrier, 
who was in office from June, 189-1, to January, 1895, 
resigned his position because, as he said, the responsi- 
bility was placed upon him when lie had no authority. 
Upon the death of President Faure in 1899. the task 
of choosing his successor seemed a most difficult one, 
and M. -Umbel owed his election rather to tho fact 
that he had few active enemies than that he was pos- 
sessed of striking qualifications for the office. 
Presi- 


dent Loubet, however, has proven himself well adapted 
for the position and has commanded the respect and 
confidence of his fellow citizens. The opening speech 
of the campaign laid stress upon the fact that under 
this president And this prime minister, the republic 
seemed to be more firmly established than ever before. 
These claims are supported by general opinion, and 
there seems to be no good reason to believe that the 
government will not win a general victory in the com- 
i n g election. • ' - . . »

THE EXTRA SESSION. 
V 


ERY much against his own desire, and against the 


desires of the great/majority of the people of 
thlB state, 'Governor Orman has found It neces- 
sary to call anr extra session. Of the state legis- 


lature for-the purpose of remedying the blunders and 
correcting the errors of the regular session. 
. 
While tne people sympathize with the governor in 


the extreme reluctance with which the decision for an 
extra session has been reached, they will agree with 
him that the re-assembly of the legislature Is an urgent 
and an unavoidable necessity. 
Recent decisions of the 


courts upon the laws passed or attempted by the regu- 
lar session have left no alternative, and Governor Orman 
has been compelled to accept that horn of the dilemma 
which Governor Thomas avoided only with extreme dif- 
ficulty and danger. 


It is certainly significant of the low degree to which 


our political affairs have fallen that two successive leg- 
islatures have shown themselves so incompetent—to use 
no harsher word—that governors of their own party 
have been plunged in indecision as to which was the 
worse calamity for the state, to suffer the results of 
their acts and omissions or to run the risks of an extra 
session. 
The severest condemnation that has been 


heard upon the acts of the Twelfth and the Thirteenth 
general assemblies of this state has come not from Re- 
publicans but from those who were party associates of 
the majority of the legislators and who by their votes 
assisted in placing them in their positions of responsi- 
bility and power. 
And 'While others may be more em- 


phatic or eloquent in their condemnation of the acts of 
the Thirteenth .general assembly, nothing can. be more 
Impressive in condemnation than the proclamation of 
the governor of their own party who ilnds it necessary 
to specify for change or correction nearly, it not quite, 
every one of the significant acts of that legislature. 


But the people of the state of Colorado care less about 


condemnation than they do about reform. 
They do not 


desire any further exposition of fusion incompetence or 
blundering. 
What they do want is a fair, reasonable and 


effective revenue law that will furnish the money for 
the necessary expenses of the state, that will discrim- 
inate for or against no ono, that will compel all corpora- 
tions as well as individuals to pay a just share of taxa- 
tions and that will not bo pulled to pieces by the first 
clever lawyer that is hired to fight it in the eourts. 
, 
Outside of this matter of taxation, the governor has 


outlined an extensive program for the extra session and 
ono that may afford opportunity for a much longer ses- 
sion than either the governor or the people would like 
lo seo. 


The governor has very wisely and properly included 


in the call tho amendment of the St. Louis world's fall- 
bill, so that Ihe technical objection to the payment of 
warrants may be .avoided. 
The sentiment of the peo- 


ple of the state is overwhelmingly in favor of proper rep- 
resentation' at the fair, and the punctilious objections 
that have been raised have found no approval except in 
the narrowly selfish quarters whore they originated. 


The regulation of the affairs of state ditch No. 3, and 


the amendment of the employers' liability bill, as well 
as the opportunity tor the recall of the constitutional 
amendments now pending before the people of tho state 
will afford ample ground for discussion. 


If the extra session accomplishes the work set before 


it with reasonable speed It will not only gratify the peo- 
ple, but it will also surprise them. 
The Gazette hopes 


that this may be the case. 


OIL DEVELOPMENTS IN COLORADO. 
T 


WO RECENT oil discoveries in the state are of 


prime importance to the general Interest. 
The 


first of, these took place in the north central por- 
tion in'the county of Boulder ajid near the town 


of that.name. The geological formation.at this point is 
similar to that at Florence, and the strike there is an 
indication that oil may be found along the eastern foot of 
the mountains wherever the local conditions are favor- 
able to its collection. If the rocks are broken or inclined 
so that the oil runs a\yay instead of accumulating in a 
reservoir, of course the 
particular strata where it is 


formed wMl be barren at that point. But favorable con- 
ditions undoubtedly exist at many other places besides 
Boulder and Florence. The recent discovery will serve 
to stimulate prospecting, and Larimer, Boulder, Weld, 
Jefferson, Arapahoe, Douglas, El Paso, Pueblo, Huerfano 
and Las Animas counties may be considered as offering 
a fair field for enterprise along this line. 


The other discovery of oil was made at De Beque, 


which is located upon the Grand river in the northern 
part of Mesa county and about 25 miles northeast of 
Grand Junction. This discovery is not less Important 
than the one at Boulder. De Beque is situated near the 
southern border of an oil territory, which extends across 
the western end of four large counties, Mesa, Garfleld, Rio 
Blanco and Routt, in Colorado, anil across the lines west 
into Utah and north into Wyoming. The development of 
this field offers a magnificent opportunity for prospectors 
and investors, and it will In time come to be one of the 
great resources of the state. 


Strange as it may appear, these two immense oil 


territories do not comprise all the possibilities of the 
state in this line. 
Another field is known to exist in 


Art-huleta county, the boundaries of which have not as 
yet been determined, and-there aro possibly other fields 
In other parts of the state. 


The discoveries that have been made within the past 


year.at De Beque, Boulder, Pagosa Springs, and else- 
where occasion no surprise to those familiar with tho 
geological features of the state. They do go far to verify 
the hopes and anticipations that have been formed, and 
there is little doubt that succeeding discoveries will bear 
out still further the anticipations of those who expect 
to BOO one of the great oil-producing regions of the 
country opened up in Colorado.

Its line there are in prospect important suburban addi-

THE AUSTRALIAN LAND TAX BILL. 


I 


N HIS CALL for an extra session, the governor of 


Colorado, acceding to the request of many prom- 
inent business men of the state, has included in the 
legislative program the recalling or rescinding of any 


constitutional amendment now waiting for submission 
at the next general election. 
While this part of the 


governor's summons is general in its terms and applies 
equally well to all the six amendments now pending, it 
Is understood fo refer more particularly to what is known 
as the Bucklln bill, or the Australian land tax amend- 
ment, against which a strong petition was presented to 
the governor recently. 


In view of the present interest in the matter, it is 


well to see exactly what this Bucklln law is, and what is 
meant by the Australian land tax bill. 
Tho bill itself 


will bo found on page 95 of the Colorado session laws of 
1901, and is as follows: 


"An act to submit to the qualified electors of the 


state of Colorado amendments to article X of the con- 
stitution of Colorado. 
"Be It enacted by the general assembly of the state 


of Colorado: 
„„ , 
"Section 1. There shall be submitted to the qualified 


electors of the state of Colorado at the next general 
election for members of the general assembly, for their 
approval or rejection, the following amendments to the 
constitution of the state of Colorado, which, when rati- 
fied by a majority ot those voting thereon, 
shall be 


valid as a part of the constitution. 


"Sec. 2. Section 9 of article X of the constitution ot 


the state of Colorado shall be amended so as to read as 
follows: 


"Sec. 9. Once in four years, but 
not oftener, the 


voters Of any county in the state may, by vote at any gen- 
eral election, exempt or refuse to exempt from all taxa- 
tion for county, city, town, school, road and other local 
purposes, any or all personal property and improvements 
on land; but neither the whole nor any part of the full 
cash value of any rights of way. franchises In public 
ways, or land, exclusive of the improvements thereon, 
shall be so exempted; 
Provided, however, that such 


question bo submitted to the voters, by virtue of a peti- 
tion therefor, -signed and sworn to by not less than 100 
resident taxpayers of such county, and filed with the 
county clerk and recorder, not loss than 30, nor more 
than 90 days before the day of election. 


"Sec. :i. Section 11 of article X of the constitution 


of the state of Colorado shall be amended so as to read 
as foilows: 


"Sec. 11. The rate of taxation on property for state 


purposes shall never exceed four mills on each dollar of 
valuation; but. the provisions of this section shall not 
apply to rights of way. of franchises in public ways, or 
land, the full cash value of which may be taxed at such 
additional rate, not exceeding two mills on each dollar 
ot assessed valuation, as shall be provided by law, after 
exempting all personal property 
and 
improvements 


thereon from such additional r»to of taxation. 


"8Cc. 4. Kadi elector voting at said election and 


desirous of voting for or against all the said amendments 
as a whole shall prepare and deposit his ballot whereon 
shall be printed the words 'For Australian fax System' 
and 'Against Australian Tax System,' and shall Indicate 
his choice by placing a cross opposite one or the other 
of said group of words. 
Any elector not voting as 


aforesaid, may express his approval or rejection of any 
one or more of said amendments by similarly designat- 
ing any amendment so approved or rejected by number 
in the order in which it appears in this act. 
Tho of- 


ficial ballot shall be so prepared as to afford -tho elec- 
tors tho opportunity to express their choice as herein 
provided. 


"Sec. 5: The votes cast for the adoption or rejec- 


tion of said amendments, or either or any. of: them, shall 
be canvassed and the result determined In the manner 
provided by the laws of the state for the canvass of 
votes for representatives In congress." 


This quotation of the law in full establishes tlje fact 


that it is not the purpose of this law to make by Itself, 
any change in tho present revenue law of Colorado. 
It 


proposes two such changes to the people, and leaves it 
to them to decide whether the changes shall be made 
or not. 
If J;he amendments afe rejected, tho present 


conditions continue exactly as they now are. 


If, however, tho amendments to tho constitution pro- 


posed by this act of the legislature are approved by the 
people at tho next general election, then by tho second 
amendment the limit of taxation on land, rights of way, 
and franchises in public ways is raised from four mills 
per dollar to six mills per dollar, while on personal prop- 
erty and improvements on land,, the old limit of four 
mills per dollar is maintained. 
And by the first amend- 


ment the people of any county in the state, without 
regard'to any other county, may exempt personal prop- 
erty and improvements from any taxation and collect 
all local taxes from lands, rights of way, and franchises 
In public ways. 


If the amendments should be approved by the people 


of the state it is quite certain that some counties would 
try tho new plan, and It is equally certain that other 
counties would not try it until experience elsewhere had 
"ilemonstrated its wisdom or folly. 


In spite of the opportunity offered by the governor, it 


Is not likely that any amendment proposed to the peo- 
ple by the assembly at its recent session will be with- 
drawn unless it interferes In some way with other neces- 
sary legislation. 
The legislative act In these cases 


d,oes not create law; It simply gives the people the op- 
portunity to make the law, if they so desire. ,- It is un- 
likely that the legislature that has voted by a two-thirds 
majority, to submit the question to the people, will now 
refuse to let the people express their opinion. 


All this Is aside from the merits of the question. 


Whether it is wise and proper to adopt in Colorado at 
the present time tho modified form of the Australian tax 
system proposed by the Thirteenth general assembly is 
a question that will come before the people for frequent 
discussion in tho next few months. 
Our present pur- 


pose is merely to give tho facts that, must serve tfs'o 
Danis and a preliminary to any intelligent discussion of 
tln3 matter.

The government of this country is 


literally throwing money away. Yes- 
terday I became for the once an ardent 
stamp collector, and offered a sovereign 
for one of the new red penny stamps 
which are to be issued to the public 
in a few weeks. The offer was scornful- 
ly refused. As Messrs, de la Rue have 
already printed something like 
five 


hundred millions of the new stamp, and 
are turning them out at the rate of five 
or six millions- a day, while the chan- 
cellor of the exchequer is at his wits 
end for cash, a simple arithmetical cal- 
culation will be sufficient to show the 
criminal folly of failing to realize the 
stock at present values, instead of wait- 
ing for the Inevitable slump.

The board agreed to take the matter up 
with County Attorney Chambers at once 
and to dispose of It as soon as possible. 


TO DISPOSE OF THE CEMETERY 
It Is not unlikely that at no far distant 
date the beautiful cemetery southeast of 
Colorado Springs, known as Evergreen, 
will be sold by the city to a private cor- 
poration to be'organized for the purpose 
of taking the property over, maintaining 
it'as it should be maintained and owning 
and managing it permanently. 
The cemetery Is now a tract of ground 


of about 140 acres, a tract of 40 acres hav- 
ing been recently purchased and added to 
the ground owned by the city for ceme- 
tery purposes. The maintenance of the 
cemetery has always been a matter of 
considerable inconvenience and dissatis- 
faction and the members of the finance 
arid cemetery committees of the city coun- 
cil have decided that the city and the citi- 
zens alike would be better off were the 
prop'erly to be disposed of by. the city and 
placed In the hands of a private corpora- 
tion. 


In a great many cities of the country, In 
fact in most cities, so it Is contended by 
those who advocate the sale of the ceme- 
tery, properties of this kind are owned and 
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maintained by private corporutlbhs ana 
ale foilnd to be pr6frtafele to B certain' 1*- 
tfetit. Inasmuch as the present tne'thoti 
of maintenance pieces the matter In the 
Hands of a council committee that changes 
a't least once a year, It Is believed that 
the beautifying of the site and the maln'- 
tenance of It In every way would be bettej- 
accomplished were the matur In', the 
hands of a private corporation.

•There was organized here some time ago 
a Cemetery Aid society for the purpose Of 
co-operating with the city in the improve- 
ment of the ground. 
The 
frequent 


changes in the city's supervision over It, 
however, made It impracticable for this 
society to accomplish anything very' con- 
siderable and for some time it has been 
practically inactive. 


The matter is likely to be taken up'by 
citizens at an early date.

The accident occurred at 7 o'clock 
in the morning. The men had descend- 
ed into the mine in the cage, one of 
them carrying a keg of powder on his 
shoulder. 
As they stepped from the:

There' 
was 25 pounds of powder in the keg 
and it exploded.

All four men who were near were in- 


jured. 
Merino was burned about the 
face, arms, hands and legs. The others 
were painfully burned, but not seri- 
ously. 


Greenfield and 
Lauterman suffered 


the least, and after their injuries were 
dressed they remained at the mine. The 
other two men were taken to the hospi- 
tal. 


Yesterday's accident was 
the 
first 


serious one of its kind in the history 
of the coal mines north of Colorado 
Springs. It is said to have been due 
to the carelessness of the workmen, al- 
though there are conflicting stories of 
how it happened.
